Roosevelt Says C onditions 


In Porto Rico Are Critical 


60 Per Cent of Population 
Unemployed, Dire Pov- 
erty Stalks Land and 
"Disease Is Spreading. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—(4)— 
A critical situation in. Porto Rico 
was made known today through the 
annual report of Governor Theedore 
Roosevelt, who described much of the 


native population as suffering from 


dire poverty, a “prey to disease,” and 
60 per cent: unemployed. 

In the statement released by the 
war department as the 30th annual 
report of the Porto Rican government, 
Roosevelt appealed for additional 
United States aid, explaining that 
Porto Rican revenues were not now 
sufficient to overcome conditions in 
the island. 

He said 4,442 people had died from 
tuberculosis during the last _ fiscal 
year, placing the death rate at 4.5 
times that of the United States, and 
the malaria death rate was 2.5 times 
that of this country. 

“Phrasing it differently,” Roosevelt 
said, “some 35, people in our 
island are now suffering from tuber- 


culosis, some 200,000 from malaria 
and some 600,069 from hookworm. 

“This condition is all the more de- 
plerable because the climate here is 
exceptionally healthy. We should be 
considered as a health resort.” . 

Relating some of the conditions, 
Governor Roosevelt said: : 

“In so far as the mountain districts 
are concerned, the mountain folk get 
little medical attention of any kind in 
70 out of the 77 districts. There are 
two districts where mass work is 
heing conducted against hookworm.” 

The Porto Rican governor said eco- 
nomic conditions were “equally bad.” 

“More than “GO per cent of our peo- 
ple are out of employment, either all 
or part of each year,” he asserted. 
“The average yearly income of the 
working man or woman ranges be- 
tween $150 and $200. Hundreds come 
io the government offices weekly with 
but a single request—work.” 

Money contributed by the United 
States humane organizations had en- 
abled $25,000 to be spent on milk sta- 
tions to feed babies and $125,000 for 
schoo] lunchrooms, he said. 

“"Phese have become an institution 
in the island because such a large 
percentage of the children would go 


practically unfed if they did not 


exist,” he added.

tives, 319,813; scattered, 2,191,655. 

On the basis of these totals the 
following seats seemed assured: So- 
cialists, 137; fascists. 103; commu- 
nists, 76; centrists, 74; German na- 
tionalists, 41; people's, 33; economice 
party, 22; states, 20; farmers, 18; 
Bavarians, 17; conservatives, 5; scat-, 
tered, 40 or less. These scattered 
votes must usually be considered 
wasted effort since they don’t count 
unless the party achieves 60,000 votes 
in any one district. 

Wthout the scattered votes it would 
appear that the reichstag will have 
an approximate membership of 5350, 
against 491 members in the. previous 
parliament. This indicates a consid- 
erably higher participation. of the 
electorate at the polls since the man- 
dates are awarded on the basis of 
60,000 votes per mandate.

A survey of Great Britain’s liquor 
traffic and a call for. a national con- 
vention to solve the prohibition prob- 
lem came today from wet organiza- 
tions. 

Henry H. Curran, president of the 


Jast , Association Against the Prohibition 


Amendment, said that “while prohibi- 
tion costs the United States in direct 
outlays for enforcement and in loss 
of revenue a billion dollars yearly. 
Great Britain is reaping an annual 
revenue of mere than $675,000,000 
from its well-regulated liquor traffic.” 

At the same time Dr. F; W. Buck, 
secretary of the Federal Dispensary 
Tax Reduction League, Inc., said a 
national convention for solution of 
the prohibition problem would begin 
here December 8. ‘ 

The Curran statement was issued in 
connection with the publication of the 
results of the English survey con- 
ducted by the association. 

As a result, Curran said, the asso- 
ciation found (1) a rapid and steady 
decline in intoxication over 4 period 
of years; (2) the annual “drink bill 
had declined, although prices of liquor 
now were three to four times pre-war 
prices; (3) consumption of spirits 
and beer had droped while wing had 
risen; (4) number of public Bouses 
had reduced; (5) while high prices. of 
liquor and reduced hours of sale d 
been contributing factors, the great 
growth of temperance was due largely 
improved living conditions.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—()—A 
plea for sympathetic understanding 
between nations was voiced tonight 
by Ambassador Dwight W. Morrow 
In a radio speech from Mexico City.

_, it is too often assumed that scien- 
tific inventions prevent misunder- 
standing. Machines, however, do rot 
understand each other. Man may 
make a perfect machine but it wiil 
still depend upon man himself whether 
the machine shall be an instrument 
of understanding Or misunderstanding. 

If we could all get clearly into 
our minds that other men have as 
much pride in the dignity of thei- 
ngtions as we have in our own, the 
solution of international problems 
would be less difficult.” 

He declared that it is the duty of a 
diplomat to defend the proper inter- 
ests of his country but “we can best 
defend the rights of our own country 
when we understand the rights of 
other countries.” 

It has been said, he declared, that 
the essential thing in a foreign coun- 
éry is to try to understand how for- 
eigners differ from ourselves, but 
added that after three years “it seems 
to us’ the essential thing . . . is to 
study the likeness of men rather than 
their differences.”

Alston told of her aim in founding the 
schools for mountain boys and girls of 
the south. Her dream and ambition,

he said, has been to help others and 
to get other people interested in help- 
ing themselves. 


Quoting from. a poem of Miss An- 
gela Morgan’s in her recently pub- 
lished volume cf verse, Mr. Alston 
said that the Berry: schools had been 
an inspiration to many, and as Miss 
Morgan wrote, the place “is the mir- 
ror of the Lord, the rapture of His 
face.” , 

“In life or tn school,” he continued, 
“one plants a crop and then harvests 
the fruit. This school sows human 
seed and reaps a crop. 

“The sweetest thing in life is the 
home, a home built around the con- 
genial open fireplace where all gather. 
When you students have finished at 
Berry 2 hope you return to your‘homes 
to make them happier, sweeter 
places,” he said. “Your purpose here 
is the buiJding of your lives. Re- 
member that in life, as in the chain, 
the whole is as strong as its weakest 
link.”

Following conferences held recently by 
the naval stores trade in the south, a 
strong delegation representative of

This 
appropriation went to the bureau of 
chemistry for work of analytical char- 
acter in delving into commercial uses 
of naval stores. 

Naval stores men here declare that 
in comparison with other industries 
the trade has had scant recognition, 
and only in recent years, through the 
efforts of Senator Harris, of Georgia; 
Senator Fletcher, of Florida, and a 
few others in the upper branch of the 
congress, and Representative Edwards,

Weekly Naval Stores Review, the 
trade’s most important publication, 
Says in its issue delivered today: 

“The industry now needs adequate 
facilities for carrying on the studies 
of improved methods of stilling, puri- 
fication of the gum, better classes of 
equipment, such studies to be carried 
on at a permanent station established 
in the south for this purpose—a need 
long felt by the industry but which 
has heretofore been denied it. 

“Another pressing need is funda- 
mental chemical research to be car- 
ried on at Washington for the studies 
of the chemical constitution of the 
products of the industry. From this 
knowledge gained, applied research 
should be able to supply the necessary 
new uses. 

“In addition to rosin and turpen- 
tine, the wood branch of the naval 
stores industry has two important 
products, pine oil and tar. There are 


Aarge stocks of these for which new 


uses and increased demand can _ be 
acveloped by applied research. Suffi- 
cient preliminary study of these prod- 
ucts has been made to indicate that 
further expenditure of time and money 
are fully justified. To date expenditure 
has been made by the wood industry 
itself.”

New Figures Reveal Loss of 
199 Compared to Ten 
Years Ago. 


Details of the census bureau’s in- 
formation on the farm situation in 
Gilmer county, Georgia, haye been 
received from Washington, showing 
the number of farms in the county, 
their operators, the size of the farms, 
and other information. 

Gilmer county's farms decreased 
from ¥ .3 on January 1, 1920, io 
1,234 on April 1, 1930. Of the 1930 


farms, 772 were operated by owners, 


four by managers and 458 by tenants. 
White farmers operated 1, farms 
and colored farmers four farms. Four 
of the farms were of less than three 
acres, 42 of from three to nine acres: 
78 of from 10 to 19 acres; 213 from 
20 to 49 acres; 288 from 50 to 90 
acres; 372 from 100 fo 174 acres: 
138 from 175 to 259; 85 from 260 to 
499; 12 from 500 to 999; two from 
1,000 to 4,999 acres and none of 
5,000 acres and_ over. 

Total acreage in farms was 147,646 
compared to 180,119 in 1920. Crop 
land in 1929 was placed at 23,646 
acres; with 17,089 harvested, 210 
acres crop failure, and 6,347 acres 
idle. or fallow. Pastures in 1929, 
25,350 acres; plowable, 3,363: wood- 
land, 19,875; other, 2,112. ‘Woedland 
not pastured: 73,495; all other land 
25,293. 

Land and buildings on farms was 
valued at $2,084,985, .composed of 
land alone valued at $1,489,044 and 
buildings valued at $595,941. Farm

middle western states are preparing 
for advanced prices in meat and dairy 
yproducts in the very near future and 
are adding to their breeding stock and 
equipment, 

“As we view the matter at pres- 
ént,” says W. J. Brownlee, — senior 
member of Brownlee & Lively,. of 
Briarcliff road, and one of the oldest 
and most progressive dairymen in this 
part of Georgia, “the people living in 
}states affected by the long drouth 
will have no surplus beef and dairy 
products to sell. unless at very much 
higher prices, and if for no other than 
patriotic reasor;: we, the dairymen of 
the Atlanta territory, should begin 
now to take care of customers’ 
needs for next year and probably the 
year after. 

“While we bought some new milkers 
recently we are in the market for 
some more cows that will come up to 
the grade of our other fine breeds.

FORECAST FOR SOUTH) 


UNIVERSITY, Va., Sept. 14.—(4) 
Stringfellow Barr, editor-elect of the 
Virginia Quarterly Review, says in an 
issue to be circulated tomorrow that 
southern traditionalists regard the 
growing tide of industrialisr below 
the Mason-Dixon line as producing a 
stial and economic dilemma, but of- 
fers his own opinion that the south 
faces a brilliant chance for an indus- 
trial experiment that will prove to 
be its economic salvation. 

He quotes the descendants of the 
southern ruling class, whom he calls 
the traditionalists, as believing the 
south “must either accept industrial- 
ism and lose its soul, or reject it 
and remain in helotry.” 

Instead of taking this. gloomy view, 
Mr. Barr says if the traditionalists 
really care about the culture of the 
older south they will discover a meth- 
od for adapting the new industrialism 
to the demands of _ industrializing 
society. 

Industrialism, like disease, he says, 
eventually finds its antitoxin, and 
adds, “If industrialism is a disease 


ithen the south already has it.” 


The university's founder, Thomas 
Jefferson, is. quoted in support of 
Mr. Barr's assertion. The tradition- 
alist, he says, “is right in his Jeffer- 
sonian intuition that industrialism 
produces more dangerous social prob- 
lems than agriculture does; but he is 
unaware of Jefferson’s later eonclu- 
sion that industry must be tamed and 
put to decent uses.” 

Mr. Bart, professor of history at 
the univessity, becomes editor of the 
Quarterly Review on October 1. He 
succeeds James Southall Wilson, pro- 
fessor of English, who founded the 
publication six years ago. P

Fit for Tasks Ahead) 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—For many 
years and for many reasons Eugene 
Meyer, who has just been appointed 
governor of the Federal Reserve 
and Bernard M. Baruch have been 
close friends. 

Eugene Meyer, Sr., who died here 
in New York in January, 1925, was 
born in Strasburg, France, in ‘1842, 
of French-Alsation stock, leaders in 
the Jewish community, his randfa- 
ther having heen made an officer of 
the Legion of Honor by Napoleon I. 

Coming to this country as a boy 
of 14, Eugene Meyer, Sr., made his 
way to California before the days of 
the railroads, settling in Los Angeles 
in 1859, then a city of 3,000. En- 
gaging’ in business there he moved 
to San Francisco in 1883 to become 
the head of the London, Paris and 
American bank. In 1893 he came to 
New York as a member of the Paris- 
New York banking firm of Lazard 
Freres. 


The present executive head of the 
Federal Reserve system acquired his 
love for minerals in his native state, 
California, where mining in its va- 
rious forms for generations has been 
uppermost in general discussion, just 
as stocks are in Wall Street, or race 
horses in Kentucky. Coming east 
with his father and graduating from 
Yale, Eugene Meyer, Jr., went abroad 
for a couple of years to study bank- 
ing and international finance. By 
1901 he was head of his own bank- 
ing house in Wall Street. His Wall 
Street experience, which ended in 
1917 when he went to Washington to 
do what he could in the service of 
his country, included a governorship 
of the New York Stock Exchange, a 
directorship in many mining, indus- 
trial and financial companies. His 
first position with the government was 
technical adviser on metals to the 
advisory council of national defense. 
In turn he became a member of the 
war industries board, the national 
committee on war savings, the War 
Finance Corporation, the Federal farm 
loan board. 


Goes to Leaders. 


In his first position with the gov- 
ernment he went to leaders in the 
copper industry, pointed out the op- 
portunity to serve their country, 
talked them into furnishing needed 
metal at a fair, fixed price. Similar 
services were performed as a member 
of the war industries board. As a 
member of the national committee on 
war savings he showed the government 
how needed war funds could be raised 
at a low interest rate.. As a member 
of the war finance committge he 
talked leading bankers into extending 
needed credit to industrial companies 
making war supplies. As chairman 
the federal farm loan board he p 
that institution back on its feet by 
insisting on good collateral for loans 
— payment when the loans were 

ue. 


Baruch, coming from somewhat the 
Same stock as Meyer, interested in 
mining and specializing in that sub- 
ject at college, landing in Wall Street 
and becoming the head of his own 
stock exchange firm, retiring from ac- 
tive business in 1917 to serve his 
country along the same lines followed 
by his old friend Meyer, has this to 
say when asked in his office at 120 
Broadway, what he thought of the

appointment of Meyer as governor of 
the federal reserve board: 

“You may quote me us saying that 
if President Hoover had gone over 
the country with a fine tooth comb 
he could not have found a better man 
than Eugene Meyer for the position 
of executive head of the federal re- 
serve system.” 

Informed Wall Street agrees with 
Baruch. 

Informed Wall Street realizes that 
the federal reserve board is now at a 
highly important crossroad in its 16- 
year career of three distinct periods. 
It completed its formative stage un- 
der Governor Harding. That was 
from 1914 to 1921, the first period 
when original policies had to be 
formed’ in handling wartime govern- 
ment and industrial financing, accom- 
panying speculation and inflation; and 
then™ deflation. Those who ew 
Harding best and the conditions and 
circumstances surrounding his job 
cannot say too much in praise of him. 
The fact that he made many enemies 
and brought widespread criticism of 
the federal reserve, resulting in a con- 
gressional investigation with no dis- 
credit to himself, is considered by his 
friends as proof that he filled his job. 

. Becomes Creditor. 

The next period, lasting several 
years and ending in 1927, marked the 
return of Europe, as far as possible, 
to pre-war currency and general trade 
conditions. During the war we be- 
came a creditor instead of a_ debtor 
nation. For our own good, it became 
necessary for federal reserve officials 
to establish closer working relations 
with foreign central banks than ever 
before. This was done with the. re- 
sult cheap money here and an out- 
ward flow of gold. For this the fed- 
eral reserve board was severely crit- 
icised, as it was during the war and 
post-war period. Governor Criss 
ger of the federal reserve board re- 
tired under heavier fire than his pre- 
decessor Governor Harding. 

The third period of the 16-year ca- 
reer of the federal reserve includes the 
two years ending with the stock mar- 
ket panic and subsequent trade de- 
pression. From 1927 on the federal 
reserve board under Governor Young 
repeatedly issued warnings against 
the excessive stock speculation which 
was increasingly involving credit 
abroad as well as at home. The fed- 
eral reserve board, in a published let- 
ter to the federal reserve banks, is- 
sued a warning in detail against the 
use of federal reserve credit in stock 
speculation. But then, when some of 
the federal reserve banks, includi 
the one here at New York, repeatedly 
asked the federal reserve board for 
permission to advance the rediscount 
rate to check stock speculation, per- 
mission was refused. For that, the 
federal reserve board must accept re- 
sponsibility. That Governor Young’s 
resignation was connected with the 
third period of the federal reserve’s 
career is admitted in usually well- 
informed banking circles. 

Meyer has background, training, ex- 
perience and couzage to guide the fed- 
eral reserve at the crossroad at the 
beginning of its fourth period of exist- 
ence. In the best banking circles here 
and abroad the feeling is that the fed- 
eral reserve will have use for all 
Meyer has if it is to escape the with- 
ering experience of some of our — 
arms of congress.

MARKS BOND LIST

Bond prices were firm to higher, al- 
though trading remained in nominal 
volume, utilities and industrials went 
to new highs in the averages, while 
the composite for 3 representative 
issues also touched the highest mark 
in more than two years at the begin- 
ning of the week. Some selling was 
noticed in the prime rails, but it had 
little effect on quoted values. Bonds 
below the guilt-edge group enjoyed a 
good demand. 

The fourfold oversubscription to the 
treasury bills emphasized the abun- 
dance of money awaiting employment, 
but the sale of these short-term secu- 
rities to the banks may have had some 
bearing on the smaller’ turnovers 
noted in highest grade bonds. Listed 
United States governments remained 
extremely quiet until Friday, when 
activity increased and prices 
vanced. 

Bond dealers received enthusiasti- 
cally the treasury’s announcement 
that the 31-2 per cent notes, aggre- 


gating $1,149,380,050, would be called: 


for payment on March 31 next. There 
are two issues in this loan, and each 
is subject to optional redemption on 
that date on six months’ notice. The 
notes have recently been quoted at a 
yield of less than 2 per cent.
